Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dudley. 

Figures 1-3 show structure as claimed, including a seat and back portion 30 
with a detachable body cover 32, which extends along the sidewalls and surface of 
the backrest portion. 

Claims 1-3,5-7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mullen. 

Figures 1-5 show a seat and back support 15 having a cover 6 detachably 
secured thereto at its side edges. A horseshoe shaped cut out is provided for a neck 
portion. 

Claims 1,8,9 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Menditto. 

Figure 1 shows a cover that is utilized in a conventional stroller to cover the 
seat and back portions, wherein the cover would extend from the side edges of the 
stroller seat and includes a slit 7 and a cut portion secured by zipper 11.
